chief, Franz Seldte and Franz von 
Papen. The former chancellor and 
confidant of the president. 
On his part Hitler swore an 


oath of allegiance to the Repub- 
lican 
constitution, 
reserving 
for 


himself in the cabinet the posts 
of minister of interior and min- 
ister, without portfolio. 
As one more safeguard the pres- 
ident left the army in the hands 
of General Werner Von Blomberg, 
a regular army man who was mil- 
itary expert for the German dele- 
gation to the disarmament

—(IP)—The Roosevelt idea for re- 
storation of world trade and fi- 
nancial Stability in return for re- 
lief to the war debtors will soon 
be on UK way across the seas.

Although they were defeated by a voto of 56 to IS, two measures, 
designed to bring silver into its own in America, introduced before 
the United States Senate recalled the "roaring 90's" when William 
Jennings Bryan carried tho flaming torch about the nation for 'free 
silver. The measures were sponsored by Senator Burton K. Wheeler* 
of Montana, and Senator Huey • P. Long of Louisiana, aa amendments 
to the banking bill of Senator Carter Glass of Virginia. Senator Long's 
proposal provided for the purchase of silver by the Treasury whenever 
the price fell below the ratio of 15-1, while Senator Wheeler's measure 
called for the free and unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16-1, 
practically the identical demand made by William Jennings Bryan in his 
campaign platform during the Presidential campaign of 1896, when, as 
the Democratic nominee, he opposed McKinlcy. Three times Bryan 
battled for the Presidency on tho free silver platform, and three times 
he was defeated. And now, after all these years, his proposals are being 
taken from the shelf and dusted off to serve as the bone of contention 
between opposing factions. Expert opinion is divided as to the merits of 
free silver. Proponents of bimetallism cay that Bryan wa« born before 
his time, and that the ultimate triumph of his ideas is as sure as death 
and taxes; while opponents of the idea aver that the silver proposal 
would bring only disaster, depreciating American currency and render* 


ing it valuable only for wall paper.

TRIO ARRESTED AND TAKEN 
OFFICE BY OFFICER WHERE 


SLAYING OCCURRED 


RHOME, Jan. 27.—W— 


Two men and a woman, 
armed with a machine gun, 
killed Joe Brown, 47, Depu- 
ty Sheriff and barber, and 
fled toward Fort Worth on 
Highway No. 2 shortly after 
noon today. 


Several 
squads of 
police and 


deputy sheriffs from Port Worth 
and Dallas watched highways in 
an effort to prevent their escape. 


Brown was killed in his office, 


which adjoins his shop, after he 
had arrested the trio on instruc- 
tions of the Wise County sheriff's 
offce at Decatur. They were sus- 
pected 
of stealing some 
oil in 


Decatur. 


After stopping the car on tho 


highway at the edge of Rhome, 
Brown took the suspects to his 
office, leaving their car parked in 
front. A machine gun was in the 
rear of the machine. The officer 
turned, presumably to telephone 
the sheriff at Decatur. 


One of the trio drew a gun 


and fired five or six shots into the 
officer's body. 
The three ran to 


their car, brushing aside several 
bystanders and drove rapidly away 
in the direction of Fort Worth. 


Bystanders, attracted to Brown's 


office by the shots, discovered his 
body. 


The men were described as be- 


ing young and small of stature 
and the woman large. They were 
traveling in a light sedan with a 
license 
number from Maryland, 


Missouri, Maine or Michigan. Ob- 
servers noticed that the license 
was from some state 
beginning 


Brown was a native of Rhome 


and for several years had held a 
special 
deputy's commission. At 


the sheriff's office in Decatur it 
was said that Brown had not yet 
renewed his commission for 1033.

:ome-tax returns covering the cal- 
endar year 1932 begins January 1 
ind ends at midnight of March 15. 
Within this period are filed an- 
nually millions or: individual in- 
come-tax returns, a large pro- 
portion of which report income 
subject to the tax. The latter con- 
tain a considerable percentage of 
errors, which if uncorrected by 
;he audit would result to the dis- 
advantage of the taxpayer. Many 
are errors of computation easily 
discovered on the face of the re 
;urn, which usually is accompanied 
oy a payment of more than the 
amount of tax due. In other re- 
turns it is readily discernible that 
the taxpayer has failed to take 
advantage of the personal exemp- 
tion, credit allowed for dependents, 
or deductions from gross income 
to which he is entitled. 


To avoid these and other errors, 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
urges careful reading of the in- 
structions on the forms for filing 
the returns. 
Additional informa- 


tion, if needed, may be obtained 
at the office of a collector of in- 
ternal revenue, deputy collector 
or an internal-revenue agent in 
charge. Also, as a further aid in 
the preparation of a correct in- 
come-tax return for the year 1932, 
the bureau has prepared a series 
of short newspaper 
articles, of
